Office was published January 14, interrupting our 
protest Petition, I reported to you that we had op* 
proximarely 1,000 signatures. This was an under- 
statement. 


The total was 1,255 — a majority of city votes 


in any Democratic primary, which sum ranges any- 
where from 2,000 to the 2,521 rung up in the last 
gubernatorial primary. This was done in exactly six 
days of canvassing — and we were only half-way 
through when the General Services Administration 
lowered the boom.

Now the Petitions are in the newspaper vault. 


They are part and parcel of the history of our vanish- 
ing democracy. 


No longer do the people of America have a voice 


in federal affairs by Petition to their, duly-elected 
Congressman. Even the Congressman himself is 
silenced when the bureaucratic monster GSA speaks. 
"Whatever you say," declares the Monster, "all this 
was planned a year ago — and your protest is too 
late" Five thousand years ago Egypt's Pharaoh boom- 
ed: "So 62 It Ordered — So Let It Be" — and the

so-called leaders of a democracy pick up .the Egypt- 
ian chant today. 


Our free press is circumscribed and'threatened, 


as is logical and to be expected, in democracy's sad 
retreat. For three years I headed a national com- 
mittee which sought to preserve the right of a news- 
paper or its editor to spend reasonable amounts of 
money for purposes necessary to help out an editor- 
ial crusade. But the federal bureaucracy said: "No. 
You can tolk — but you can't act." That is to say, 
The Star could fight the post office project on .the

printed page but it dared not spend a dime circulat- 
ing a Petition without inviting a tax penalty. Our 
Press Committee to Eliminate Censorship by Tax- 
ation went down to defeat in Washington, I and 204 
newspapers with me. 


Washington is a far place — but this is the 


home town; you suddenly found out you needed a 
newspaper to plead the people's cause, and so you 
understand today what we were fighting for then. 


Just for the record, the cost of circulating the Pe- 


tition was $119.50, and I picked up the tab per- 
i: 
sonallv as a non-deductible expense. That's how the 
cookie crumbles in this twilight of democracy. 


An anonymous Hope citizen slipped me '$20 for 


the cause over my protest. My thanks, and no.more 
will be accepted But I'm warning him: He- can't 
deduct his $20 from income tax any more than I 
can take off the balance. 


If bureaucrats had told our forfeathers all this 


.there would have been violence But in'these days 
heroes are for the history books — until our country 
finds itself in deep trouble.

Bullet May 
Have Effet 
of Surgery 


AMAR1LLO, Tex. (AP)—Sur- 


geons say a bullet fired by an 
Amarillo police officer, appar- 
ently in self-defense, may in the 
end have the same effect as a 
successful brain operation. 


They have under close ob- 


servation at Northwest Texas 
Hospital Fred Williams, 53, a 
former Arkansas State Hospital 
mental patient. 


Williams was shot in the head 


last Friday by policeman Ray- 
mond Whitson after Williams al- 
legedly drew a pistol on the of- 
ficer. 


A .38 caliber bullet struck Wil- 


liams near the right temple, 
penetrated both frontal lobes of 
his brain and lodged in the left 
side of his skull. He was operat- 
ed on Wednesday to remove the 
damaged part of his brain. 


The surgeons say the effect 


may have been similar to a 
frontal lobotomy, an operation 
performed on the hopelessly in- 
sane to sever frontal lobes from 
the rest of the brain. 


Such an operation normally 


calms a patient. 


A doctor at the Amarillo hos- 


pital said Thursday this may 
have happened to Williams, al- 
though it will be several weeks 
before the full extent of Wil- 
liams' condition can be deter- 
mined. 


The Potter County Grand Jury 


has indicted Williams for assault 
with intent to murder. 


Records show Williams was 


committed to an Arkansas men- 
tal hospital in 1953.
